Tint time of du.v in France is at present 
reckoned on throe different systems - Paris 
time, decided by the Observatory ; local time, 
which varies forty-seven minutes fifteen 
seconds between East and West; and rail- 
way time, which is five miuutes behind 
Paris. From May t next, however, one 
uniform time will be observed throughout 
France — t'hrurr national/ —reckoned on the 
Paris meridian At frontier towns there 
will be two docks, showing respectively the 
time accordiug to l*aris and the neighbor- i 
ing country 

Tit* military microphone is now being 
tried in Frsnce. not only to give warning to 
the passage of troops from afar, but to indi- 
cate the different branch** of the army in 
movement, and to furnish an approximate 
idea of the numbers of men and horses ou 
the advance. It consists of a sounding- plate 
buried in the soil across and alongany route, 
and connected by a long wire -conductor to 
the receiving-disk of the apparatus in posi- 
tion, which has the necessary arrangements 
for making the sounds louder and readily 
distinguishable. 

“ Esoikrekiso ” describes an English in- 
vention desigued to enable the wearer to 
breathe and work in comfort in dense 
smoke and poisonous gases The appliance 
consists of n respirator with an India-rub- 
ber mouth-piece. The respirator is held by 
two projections, which are gru*|>cd between 
the teeth and a tiauge, which lios between 
tho teeth and the lips, additional security 
being provided by un elastic bund passing 
round the bead. The air is drawn in by the 
weurer through a series of small tillers, 
containing respectively wet sponge, cotton 
wool, rottou wool dumped with glycerine, 
animal charcoal.
